Like many another painter, Gbya must be 
judged by his best. work, not only Goya but 
any artist should be judged by his best and 
mot by hie worst. Although Goya was born 
in 1746 ne did not die until 1428, and he lived 
a full life up to his Iast moment, His Bu- 
ropean and American celebrity its of a com- 
paratively recent growth. Although his best 
work was done at the end of the eighteenth 
century and the early part of the nineteenth 
century, he is essentially a modern, It took 
Goya some time to be appreciated, even in 
his own oountry; but when he was taken up 
by the royal family and had an affair with 
the Duchess of Alba, he became personally 
popular and much sought after in Spanish 
society. 

The court of Charles TV., in which Goya 
‘was so intimate, was a curious one: 

“ The king found his happiness in the royal 
stables. Of immense physical atrength, he 
excelled in all bodily exercises. He was a - 
clever boxer. At night he sallied forth from 
the royal palace to seek distraction in the 
streets of Madrid, and when his more or less 

undignified adventures landed him in un- 
pleasant situations his powerful fists cleared

New Haven's affairs, particularly with a view 
to ascertaining what became of millions of 
dollars of the New Haven's funds declared 
to have been fraudulently withheld from the 
railroad’s stockholders. 


Norris Urges Further Inquiry. 

Senator Norris insisted that further inves- 
tigation at least might furnish a basis for 
proceedings by the present management of 
the New Haven to retover something for 
the widows or orphans who have been “ plun- 
dered.” 

Reciting circumstances disclosed in the in- 
terstate commerce commission's report on 
New Engiand railroad conditions, the senator 
declared that the commission had not com- 
pleted its investigation as to the New Haven 
because it feared it might be compelled to 
extend immunity to offenders: Senator Borah 
declared his faith in the attorney general to 
push prosecutions of certain men involved in 
alleged crooked New Haven deals. For him 
mot to proceed on disclosures if ground for 
the revelations should prove sound, he said, 
would lay the attorney general open to im- 
peachment.

‘Sour Commissioner Prouty in a letter to 


®. B. Clark, chairman of the commission, 
forwarded to Senator Newlands, expreesed 
doubt in the wisdom of a further inquiry into 
the New Haven. In this letter, which was 
read-.to the senate, Mr. Prouty asserted that 
the commission had ‘in its possession all the 
information it had been possible to obtain 
with relation to the New Haven's affairs.
